Voters in Granite City Township 
may not be allowed to decide

The township electoral board — 
Township Supervisor Bernie 
Hagnauer, Town Clerk Judy 
Whitaker and Trustee Casmer 
Skubish — has ruled that petitions 
filed to pose the question to voters 
do not contain enough valid 
signatures to place the referendum 
on the November ballot 

But mayoral candidate David 
Partney, the man behind the 
petitions drive, said Wednesday he 
will appeal the board’s decision 

Petitions filed by Partney Aug. 19 
purported to have 1,873 signatures 
to place the following question on 
the Nov. 5 ballot: 

“Should township organization be 
continued in the city of Granite 
City?” 

Signatures of 1,792 register voters 
— 10 percent of the registered 
voters residing in the township after 
the March primary election — were 
required to place the question on the 
ballot. 

Chief Deputy Township Assessor 
Debbie Gray filed an objection to 
the petitions and signatures Aug. 26. 

Following a hearing last

Program puts people 
in touch with help 


Sometimes the best solution to a roblem is knowing where to 
go for help, according to the First an for Help staff. a 

“People may be struggling and at wit’s end and don’t know 
what they're going to do. they need is a helping hand to 
cope,” Nancy Martin of United Way Partnership said. 

That immediate need has prompted the agency’s First Call for 
Help, a person-to-person United Way Partnership service that 
can bypass government paperwork and put callers in touch with 
community experts trained and willing to meet specific needs. 

The service, based in Alton, is one of 119 programs at 53 
agencies funded by United Way Partnership’s $2.2 million 
annual budget. = ae = 

“The number one request is from families needing 
counseling,’’ Martin said. : Z 

“They often need help with behavior problems with teens and 
children.” 

Help can also come from credit counselors ready to organize 
pills and get debt under control or food pantries offering an 
_extra weekly ration until the breadwinner gets back on the job. 

“Tt’s that helping hand when life throws you a surprise,” 
Martin said. 

The agency was tested recently by a man who suffered burns 
over a major portion of his body. 

“He had no medical insurance, and he needed special 
equipment known as a Probst vest. The vest is custom made to 
cover the burned area while it heals, but it’s needed 
immediately. He didn’t have time to wait for government paper 
work to catch up,” she said 

‘As in many cases, First Call was able to give some money 
and line up matching funds from others. The agency stepped in, 
made immediate contacts in the community and coordinated * 
resources to get the equipment for the burn victim, she said. 

“He’s fine now and back to work,” Martin said. 

The First Call for Help at 254-0023 is free and completely 
confidential and can cover almost any problem you can imagine , 
she said. :

Merten said his group works almost exclu- 
sively with high school-aged athletes, 
although this fall he and his co-workers will 
begin working with sports programs at 
Southern Illinois University at Edwardsville. 

A native of Chicago, Merten works with 
trainers Dan Stephens, Brett Kisro and Jim 
Jesse at the hospital. 

He earned his bachelor’s degree at West- 
ern Illinois University, then received his 
master’s degree at Indiana State University.
